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CHICAGO, Jan. 5, police spies.eoin- 
piled secret dossiers on thousands of 
Chicagoans, inciudihg , some of the 
city’s most prominent attorneys, schol- 
ars and clergymen, court documents 
showed today. 

Albert Jemrer, who served as minor- 
ity comisel on the Ifouse Judiciary 
Committee dming its impeachment 
proceedings against President Nixon 
in 1974; Stanley Kaplan, a Javsf profes- 
sor at the University of Chicago, and 
the Ht Rev. James iW,. Montgomery, 
bishop of the Episcopal Church of 
Chicago, were among 24, persons wiio 
authorized relea^ of copies of their 
dossiers. f 

They were compiedi by the. intelli- 
gence division of the Chicago police 
Department and ordered turned over 
to lawyers: Ih' connection with two 
suits seeMng to bar such compilations 
in the futoe. 

One of the attorneys in the. case 
said he believes sudi activity is con- 
tinuing. " 

There was no comment from Police 
Superintendent James Rochford. 

More than 112,000 index cards on in- 
dividuals were turned over to lawyers. 
The police department has admitted 
destroying cards bearing 105,000.more 
names. 

Jenner’s file dates to 1953 when he 
was one of the attorneys defending 
several professors before the Senate 
Internal Security Subcommittee. The 
file also notes his support for Charles 
H. Percy, now a U.S. senator, when 
Percy ran for the Senate in 1966, Jen- 
ner said. 


The dossier mentions that Jenner 
served on the Warren Commission in- 
vestigating the assassination of Presi- 
dent Kennedy and! represented clients 
before the defunct House Committee 
on -Un-American Activities. 

The file incorrectly indicates he was 
indicted vtith « savings and loan offi- 
cial, Jenner said, and it contains a 
1972 entry noting that Jenner was a 
member of a committee working with 
black attorneys “attacking problems 
of poverty and discriniination.’’ 

He said the police spying is 
“alarming,” “Rlegal” and could “chill” 
attorneys from representing clients in 
unpopular cases. 

SiurveiUance by the police depart- 
ment on individuals has been a matter 
of public knowledge for several years, 
but this was the first time that con- 
tents of specific police dossiers were 
revealed. It also ■ was the first time 
that Jenner and the other 23 persons 
have been identified as spy targets; 

Kaplan’s file dates to 1949 when- he 
became a member of the executive 
committee of the American Civil Lib- 
erties Union, ohe of the organizations 
which sued! the police department. 

Bishop Montgomery’s file contained 
a 1966 newspaper clipping frbm the 
Chicago Defendler, a black newspaper, 
noting that Montgomery “has helped 
Negro families move to predominantly 
white suburbs.”. ,i. 

A card in- the file of Marvhi A. Ros-^ 
ner, head of the Department of Ob- 
stetrics and Gynecology at Grant Hos- 
pital, mentions the bombing of a hot 
dog stand in February, 1969, “alleged 
to have been done by the subject.”
